{breathe from thelr lungs over one and

| were used for ventilating, to saturate 
the air completely in a pen which al- 
llows 2.8 to 3.7 square feet of floor 
space per hen, every threequarters of 
an hour when the temperature is at 
point, As the outside air 
usually contains half enough moisture 
in cold weather to saturate it, twice 
the amount of ventilation stated Is re- 
quired under practieal conditions to 
prevent condensation and consequent

To Get Rid 
Of Pests

Not. only are the fosect and animal 
‘pests of the household disagreeable, 
; but in many cases they are a decided 


| menace to health, It is, therefore, 
the duty of every woman who has the 
care of the family’s health at heart 
\to take steps to rid her home of these 
undesirable visitors, 
| Ants are attracted to a ninber of 
foodstuffs, but especially are they 
fond of fats and sugars. These foods 
Should be kept fn closely covered con- 
jtainers and small amounts epilled on 
jshelves should be cleaned away at 
once, The most effective way of rid- 
ding the home of ants is to loéate 
jthelr nest and pour gasoline or kero- 
sene or carbon biguiphide upon it. If 
{the nest cannot be found one may be 
able to find the cracks through which 
pa ants come and stuff them with 
cotton saturated with the oil. 
Kerosene, gasoline and benzine fore- 


mt 
ed into the cracks are effective in con- 


‘trolling bedbuges. It should be ap- 
plied about every ten days so that the 
jbugs hatched in the intervening period 
may be destroyed. 

Fumigating the room with burning 
sulphur is not to be advised, as sul- 
phur delicate colored wall- 
paper and other decorations such as 
fabrics of curtains, pillows and the 
like,
